To  the:  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 
Although  the  corrected  birth  rate  rose  slightly,  the  natural  increase  in 
population  (25)  was  less  than  last  year  due  to  an  increase  in  the  death  rate. 

For  the  first  time  no  deaths  were  recorded  in  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  an  achievement  reflecting  much  credit  on  the  various  services  con- 
cerned. The  perinatal  mortality  rate,  which  this  year  was  based  entirely 
on  still  births,  of  which  there  were  four  in  number,  fell  to  10.50  as  compared 
with  1 1.53  for  the  previous  year. 

Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births  the  illegitimacy  rate  was 
4.24.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Seventy-four  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
and,  of  the  total  notifications  received,  26  were  attributed  to  measles  and 
20  to  dysentery.  There  were  nineteen  cases  of  infective  jaundice,  five  cases 
of  food  poisoning  and  one  case  of  acute  viral  meningitis. 

Food  Poisoning — Salmonella  enteritidis 

In  mid-September  I was  informed  by  a family  doctor  that  the  Head- 
mistress of  a private  school  had  acquired  an  acute  infection  with  Salmonella 
enteritidis  within  a few  days  of  returning  from  a holiday  in  the  Mediterranean 
area.  On  further  investigation  the  mother  of  the  above  was  found  to  be  a 
symptomless  carrier  of  Salmonella  reading.  Fortunately  the  catering  at  the 
school  is  conducted  entirely  independently  of  the  private  domestic  arrange- 
ments of  the  Headmistress  and  her  mother,  who  are  both  resident  in  the 
school,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  delay  the  re-opening  of  the  school 
for  the  winter  term.  Routine  sampling  of  the  kitchen  staff  was  carried  out 
at  weekly  intervals  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  risk  to  the  pupils  was  minimal 
and  the  latter  policy  was  continued  until  three  consecutive  negative  specimens 
had  been  obtained  from  the  Headmistress  and  her  mother. 

Dysentery 

Of  the  twenty  cases  notified  more  than  half  were  children  in  attendance 
at  a local  Primary  School.  As  soon  as  we  became  aware  of  the  first  case  the 
Headmaster  was  approached  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
arrangements  made  for  the  installation  of  a disinfectant  regime  in  the  school 
washrooms  and  toilets.  The  outbreak  came  to  an  end  within  a few  weeks. 


SUSPECTED  POLIOMYELITIS  IN  THE  MID-SUSSEX  AREA 

The  patient,  a married  woman  of  29,  became  ill  on  the  23rd  July  with 
severe  headache  and  generalised  aching  of  the  muscles.  As  the  illness 
progressed  the  pain  localised  in  the  lumbar  region  and  headache  became 
the  predominant  feature.  Nuchal  rigidity  also  developed  and  there  was  a 
phase  of  photo-phobia  lasting  about  two  days. 

On  the  28th  July  the  patient  was  admitted  to  Brighton  General  Hospital 
for  observation.  On  the  1st  August  the  patient  developed  weakness  of  the 
left  arm  and  leg  with  loss  of  tendon  reflexes  and  it  was  decided  to  have  the 
patient  transferred  to  Foredown  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  where 
clinical  and  laboratory  findings,  following  lumbar  puncture,  confirmed  the 
provisional  diagnosis  of  poliomyelitis. 

In  view  of  the  patient's  unsatisfactory  immunisation  history  (one  injec- 
tion of  Salk  vaccine  10  years  earlier)  and  the  persistence  of  paralysis,  im- 
munisation with  oral  vaccine  was  offered  to  all  members  of  the  small  com- 
munity in  which  the  patient  resided — a total  of  29  households.  Special 
evening  clinics  v\/ere  held  on  the  1 1 th  and  1 2th  August  to  enable  an  effective 
immunisation  programme  to  be  carried  out. 

On  the  19th  August  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  reported  that  Echo 
virus  (type  9)  had  been  isolated  from  the  patient's  stools.  The  patient  made 
a slow  recovery  from  the  illness  and  remained  in  hospital  until  the  29th 
September.  On  her  return  home  it  was  necessary  to  provide  her  with  a Home 
Help  for  a few  weeks. 
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Note  : Rivers  and  Horstall  ("  Viral  and  Rickettstal  Infections  in  Man  ”)  have  reported 
that  Echo  9 virus  has  been  isolated  in  a few  patients  with  mild  transitory  paralysis  in  whom 
concomitant  infection  with  polio  virus  was  excluded  by  serological  tests.  In  the  Milwaukee 
epidemic  (1958)  Sabin  has  described  a case  in  which  a diagnosis  of  spinal  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  was  recorded  in  a 20-year-old  girl  who  received  two  doses  of  Salk  vaccine. 
The  latter  exhibited  weakness  and  dizziness  on  standing,  was  unable  to  do  sit  ups  and  had 
enough  tightness  of  the  back  muscles  and  weakness  of  the  hips  to  require  crutches  for 
getting  around  for  a period  of  about  two  months.  No  polio  virus  could  be  detected  in  the 
stools  in  the  presence  of  Echo  9 anti-serum. 

Infective  Jaundice 

Twenty-one  cases  of  infective  jaundice  notified  in  the  Cuckfield  Rural 
District  were  associated  with  a troublesome  outbreak  which  commenced 
in  February  at  a preparatory  boarding  school  close  to  the  Urban  boundary. 
Eleven  other  cases  notified  in  the  Cuckfield  and  Burgess  Hill  Urban  Districts 
were  also  linked  with  the  school  outbreak.  The  prolongation  of  the  Easter 
recess  to  six  weeks  did  not,  unfortunately,  have  the  desired  effect  and,  when 
further  cases  occurred  in  both  resident  and  day  pupils  at  the  beginning  of 
the  new  term,  bringing  the  distinct  possibility  of  an  extension  of  the  infection 
through  siblings  to  other  residential  schools,  it  became  necessary  to  consider 
more  positive  measures. 

The  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Colindale  was  approached  and 
gamma-globulin  injections  obtained  for  all  staff  and  pupils  who  had  not  had 
the  disease  (approximately  150).  Following  immunisation  of  all  those  still 
considered  to  be  at  risk,  no  further  cases  of  infective  jaundice  were  reported 
from  the  school.  Throughout  this  incident  particular  attention  was  paid 
to  kitchen  hygiene  and,  when  the  outbreak  was  over,  recommendations  were 
made  for  the  improvement  of  the  facilities  available  at  the  school.  Much 
of  this  work  has  now  been  carried  out. 

Note:  Gamma-globulin  does  not  offer  permanent  protection  against  infective  jaundice 
but  a passive  immunity  for  a period  of  about  six  months.

Out  of  a total  of  841  persons  presenting  themselves  for  cfiest  radiography 
only  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  this  did  not 
require  close  clinical  supervision  or  hospital  treatment. 
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SALE  OF  UNPASTEURISED  MILK  FROM  VENDING  MACHINES 

For  some  years  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
have  been  concerned  with  the  sale  of  untreated  farm-bottled  milk  from  vending 
machines  in  the  Brighton  and  Mid-Sussex  area.  This  practice,  although 
perfectly  legal,  has  led  on  several  occasions  to  problems  associated  with  the 
isolation  of  brucella  abortus — the  organism  responsible  for  undulant  fever  in 
man.  On  at  least  one  occasion  during  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  necessary 
to  place  an  order  on  infected  milk  in  order  to  prevent  it  from  being  sold  for 
human  consumption  unless  heat  treated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public 
health  authorities  (Section  20,  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959). 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  potential  dangers  associated  with  the  sale  of 
untreated  milk  from  vending  machines  came  to  an  end  this  year  when  the 
main  dealer  informed  me  (September,  1969)  that,  in  the  future,  all  milk  sold 
in  his  machines  would  be  pasteurised. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
privately  owned.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  months.  The 
water  at  the  pool  is  treated  by  pressure  filters,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  two  Private  Schools,  six  County 
Schools  and  a private  housing  estate  with  open-air  swimming  pools.  There 
is  also  an  indoor  swimming  pool  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals.  All  were 
supervised  throughout  the  bathing  season. 

Sampling  was  also  carried  out  at  two  paddling  pools  in  the  district: 
a reasonable  bacteriological  standard  being  achieved  by  frequent  change  of 
water  and  regular  dosing  with  hypochlorite. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  and  is  sampled  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Public  Health  Department.  Apart  from  one  minor  lapse,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  which  was  soon  rectified  by  the  Company,  the  water  was  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  treated  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct  to 
the  house. 


HOUSING 

Mr.  C.  A.  C.  Ford,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council's  housing  activities  for  the  year. 


Applications  for  Accommodation 

The  number  of  new  applications  for  housing  accommodation  received 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969,  namely  155,  was  the  highest 
in  any  one  year  since  1964  and  the  number  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  305.  A considerable  number  of  these  applications  came  from 
young  people,  either  recently  married  or  engaged  to  be  married,  and  it  was 
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obvious  from  the  details  given  in  applications  that  this  larger  number  of 
persons  approaching  the  Council  for  rented  accommodation  was  brought 
about  because  opportunities  of  finding  accommodation  through  the  private 
sector  were  limited  by  high  rent  charges  and  because  of  an  increasing  scarcity 
of  rented  accommodation  outside  Local  Authority  housing. 

Another  contributory  factor  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
outstanding  was  that  fewer  new  properties  were  available  for  letting  during 
the  year.

Properties  under  Control 

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  these  notes  91  new  dwellings  were  under 
construction  comprising  bed-recess  and  one-bedroomed  accommodation 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  elderly,  30  one-bed  and  1 2 two-bed  flats  for  young 
couples  and  couples  with  one  child.  Included  in  this  activity  are  three 
Sheltered  Schemes  for  elderly  persons  with  resident  warden,  and  on  com- 
pletion there  will  then  be  five  such  schemes  in  the  Urban  District,  three 
located  in  Haywards  Heath  and  one  each  in  Cuckfield  and  Lindfield. 

Work  still  continues  for  raising  the  standard  of  accommodation  built 
before  and  since  the  war  and  with  regard  to  pre-war  dwellings,  the  last  25 
houses  without  separate  bathrooms  are  shortly  to  be  converted  under  Im- 
provement Grant  aid.  A substantial  contract  is  currently  running  in  respect 
of  a further  209  post-war  dwellings  which  will  provide  all  post-war  dwellings 
previously  inadequately  equipped  with  the  requisite  number  of  power  points 
necessary  to-day  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a great  variety  of  appliances 
now  operated  in  a family  house.  The  Council  has  also  given  authority  for 
work  to  proceed  for  the  re-roofing  of  all  pre-war  houses,  present  contracts 
providing  for  underfelt  to  tiling  and  lagging  of  bedroom  ceilings,  thereby 
producing  improved  insulation  of  properties.  The  time  has  also  arrived 
when  substantial  replacements  are  required  in  the  earliest  built  pre-war 
houses  affecting  window  frames  and  sanitary  ware  and  inroads  into  the 
Repairs  Account  balance  of  funds  will  undoubtedly  result. 

Future  Building 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
has  approved  a further  scheme  of  68  houses  to  be  erected  on  land  acquired 
by  the  Council  in  Haywards  Heath  some  years  ago,  and  this  accommodation, 
consisting  of  three-bedroom  and  four-bedroom  houses,  will  once  more  meet 
the  needs  of  larger  families.  The  Ministry  has  also  indicated  its  willingness 
to  consider  schemes  for  further  units  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly  and 
the  latest  direction  on  housing  programmes  for  thefuture  suggest  that  building 
for  the  general  needs  of  families  inadequately  housed  will  be  favourably 
considered. 

The  Council  continues  to  assist  persons  with  housing  advances  who 
wish  to  purchase  privately  built  properties,  either  new  or  existing  dwellings, 
but  has  been  hampered  again  for  a second  year  by  limitations  on  the  overall 
amount  which  may  be  advanced.  Furthermore,  current  interest  rates  prevent 
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many  young  people  with  modest  incomes  from  considering  house  purchase 
and  again  explains  why  increasing  numbers  of  this  type  of  applicant  appear 
on  the  Council's  waiting  list  for  rented  accommodation  who  would  really 
prefer  to  purchase.

Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own  under  poor  and 
insanitary  conditions  and  although  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal 
action  under  this  section,  several  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Of  the  twelve  complaints  of  excessive  noise  received  during  the  year, 
five  were  from  industrial  premises  or  equipment,  five  from  commercial  and 
two  from  domestic  premises. 

All  complaints  were  investigated  and  it  was  possible  either  to  abate 
the  nuisances  completely  or  reduce  the  noise  to  an  acceptable  level. 

It  is  obvious  that  one  cannot  have  machines  in  industry  without  some 
noise,  although,  with  properly  designed  buildings  and  machines  which  are 
correctly  sited,  light  industry  need  not  necessarily  create  a nuisance.

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MILK  SAMPLING 

During  the  year  14  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all 
were  free  from  tubercle  bacilli.  Brucella  organisms  were  reported  in  one 
sample  and  the  milk  from  this  source  was  consequently  pasteurised  before 
sale.  These  milk  samples  were  also  screened  for  penicillin  content  and 
reported  by  the  laboratory  to  be  satisfactory. 

ICE-CREAM 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in 
this  district.  Fifty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice- 
cream. 


ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING

27  were  Grade  II;  7 were  Grade  III  and  4 Grade  IV.  (The  Grade  IVsamples 
were  due  to  an  unsatisfactory  combination  of  procedures  from  one  delivery 
van.  Improvements  were  made  and  the  next  summer  season  will  prove  their 
effectiveness). 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-five  samples  of  ice-cream  have 
been  taken  since  1949,  of  which  1,302  were  Grade  I;  439  were  Grade  11; 
73  Grade  III  and  11  Grade  IV.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  MEASUREMENT 

At  the  site  in  Queens  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  an  eight-port  instrument 
continued  the  automatic  sampling  of  the  air  to  determine  the  levels  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  district.  This  forms  part  of  a national  survey 
being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Industrial  Research.  During  the 
winter  months  of  1968/69  the  levels  of  pollution,  even  with  an  increasing 
population,  again  show  a decline  and  can  be  summarised  as  follows: — 

Smoke  Highest  recorded  density  lower. 

Average  reading  higher  in  October  and  March,  much  the 
same  in  February  but  lower  in  November,  December, 
January  and  April. 

Sulphur  Highest  recorded  density  lower. 

Dioxide  Average  readings  a little  higher  in  October  but  lower  in 
November,  December,  January,  February  and  March. 

The  figures  are  encouraging  to  anyone  interested  in  clean  air  and  prove 
that  many  people  are  deserting  the  traditional  open  coal  fire  and  turning  to 
the  more  convenient  fuels. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Of  the  four  pig  keepers  in  this  area,  three  use  swill — one  collects  from 
the  public  and  two  use  the  products  of  their  own  institutions  only.  All 
were  inspected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  boil  such  food.  One 
person  is  licensed  to  operate  plant  and  equipment  for  boiling  waste  food.
